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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . Figure 28 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only that which 
is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 

1 . 1 2 1 (d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The 
replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 
1. 121(d)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted 
by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in 
the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

2. The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the 
presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting any 
errors of which applicant may become aware in the specification. 

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: page 27, line 14 
through page 28, line 23, the terms "rear wheel [61]" should be changed to —rear wheel 63—. 

Appropriate corrections are required. 

Claim Objections 

4. Claims 4 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

Regarding claim 4, the term "the rear of the upper frame" lacks proper antecedent basis. 
Regarding claim 7, the term "the center of the body" lacks proper antecedent basis. 
Regarding claim 9, the term "the body" lacks proper antecedent basis. 
Appropriate corrections are required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 1 - 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Regarding claims 1,3-5 and 7 - 1 1, the word "type" is considered indefinite. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

8. Claims 1 - 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Nomura c 719 
Nomura shows a rear cushion installation structure of a low floor type vehicle having an 

engine mounted below a low floor (figure 1) suspended from a diamond type frame which 
includes a seat 16, a rear cushion 38 for a rear wheel arranged in the center of the body of the 
vehicle transversely arranged under a housing box 18 attached horizontally along the rear of the 
upper frame (figure 2 and 4), wherein the housing box provides a means for providing a housing 
space under the seat which has a longitudinal length substantially equal to the longitudinal length 
of the underside of the seat (figure 5), such that the housing box is configured as a lid which is 
capable of functioning as a lid for checking the rear cushion (figure 2, column 2, line 56 - 59, 
column 1, line 37 - 55, column 5, line 1-8). 
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Conclusion 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Kamiya '375, Shiraishi '026, Miyakoshi et al '434, Tsukiji '314 show a rear cushion 
installation structure on a diamond type frame of a low floor type vehicle having a transversely 
mounted rear cushion arranged in the center of the body of the vehicle under a housing box on 
the underside of the seat. 

Iiga et al '646 shows a low floor type vehicle having a housing box with a longitudinal 
length substantially equal to a longitudinal length of an underside of a seat that discloses a lid in 
the bottom of the housing box for checking and gaining access to elements positioned below the 
housing box.
